A most horrible crime has just come 
to light at Bridgeport, Con., which re- 
vives rocollection.s of the doings of 
Burke, tho Engli.sh body-snatcher and 
kidnajiper. It has been discovered that 
a sailor named Wincbeckcr was murd- 
ered, -while in a state of into.xication, 
on the 12th of July laati by a man 
nainetl Frank Bassett and Laurino Al- 
exander, for the purpose of selling the 
bodj' to tho dhssecting room of Yale 
College, tho price demanded being $'2i>. 
Basset i.4 a young ftdlow, and tho wo- 
man is about twenty year.s his senior. 
The murder was committed iu nu un- 
occupied building belonging to P. T. 
Barnum. In this shed Frank Wino- 
bccker strolled about seven o'clock, and 
there he was found, somowliat tho worse 
for liquor, by Frank Bassott, who had 
been employed with him on several 
coasters running along tho Now Eng- 
land shore. Bassett asked Wiuebecker 
to coino inside and take some supiier, 
and ho advised him to lay down on a 
couch, so !is to sleej) oft' tho liquor. 
The visitor gladly accepted tho invita- 
tion to take a. n.ip, and soon stretched 
himself comfortably on tho couch. 
Chloroform was administered to him ; 
first slightly, then in larger doses. Tho 
woman claims that she interfered and 
endeavored to stop Bassett from killing 
his visitor by exclaiming, "Frank, what 
aro you doing?'' but that ho replioil, 
"If you do not shut u]) I'll fix you in 
the same way. " Tho remains wore 
barrelled, taken to Vtile, and otl'erod to 
Dr. Sanford, who refused to receive 
them, although in need of a subject, uu 
loss a county or medical certifi- 
cate of tho death could be pro- 
duced. The barrel containing the 
body was aftorwiirds thrown into 
a marsh on a farm belonging to a 
man named Huntington, where hy the 
disappointed woman's confession, it was 
lately discovered, and herself and Bas- 
sett Rrro8te;l and impri.soned. She had 
previously offered her own body to Dr. 
Sanford; but tho Doctor said such a 
negotiation was alisurd, as after her 
death her friends could dispose of her 
remains as the}' pleased. He, how- 
ever, offered her '^2C) for every subject 
she brought him, and hence the tempta- 
tion. Bassott asserts the woman had 
a mania for the body-snatching busi- 
ness, and had applied lo his father to 
join her in tho ghastly pursuit. j

Did Courtaoy Soli tho Boat Raoo. 



New YoitK, Oct, 5. — A Herald's 
Montreal special reports an interview 
with Hanlan and Courtney. Hanlan 

declared the race was fair, und that 
Courtney had gave him the hardest 
work he ever had to win, and was tho 
first rower that he (Hanlan) could not 
do as he pleased. Hanlan says that he 
won just nine dollars with which sum he 
bet with Courtney's cook, but liad heard 
that Courtney lost several hundred 
wliich he (Courtney) bet on himself. 
Hanlan added that if Courtney chal- 
leiigetl him he would bo obliged to ac- 
cept, and believes he can beat Court- 
ney every time. Courtney stated that 
ho felt very had over tho cruel charges 
made against him, and but for that 
would immediately challenge Hanlan 
to row .again. He declared tho rough 
water defeated him, and that Ilaulan'a 
choice of tho outside of tho course 
made a difterenco of a minute on tho 
first mile; also, that ho was delayed at 
tho turning buoys, it having been stated 
that his buoy would bo marked with 
the American flag, while in fact, both 
flags were British.

A peculiar form of disease of a very 
terrible cb.aracter, say.s the Daily News, 
seems to have been manifesting itself 
recently in Italy. At tho lunatic a.sy- 
luin of jNIantua tho expenses have dur- 
ing tho last eight years more than dou- 
bled, and the cause of tho increase is 
said to be tho s])read of a malady called 
"pellagra," which accounts for GO jier 
cent, of the patients. "Tho first symp- 
toms of the pftllagra," says tho corres- 
pondent of tho Bail]/ JYeivs, from whom 
we take our information, "aro manifest 
on the skin and in the mouth. Then 
the intestines became aflected, tho mus- 
cular and nervous functions, and finally 
th(! brain. A constant ami obstinate 
diarrlKoa is one of the principal signs ; 
then utter loss of strength, so that tho 
patient atlemjiting to walk falls for- 
ward. Sight and hearing fail, and in 
the post-mortem examinations tho 
heart is found to be extremely small. 
Extreme melancholy and a desire for 
death invariably accompany the mala- 
dy; sometimes the patient becomes 
idiotic, but generally madness assumes 
the more violent forms." The origin 
of pellcgra is attributed to ' the use of 
Indian corn as tho sole article of food. 
It is only found in ilistricts where the 
peasantry live off polenta, and cannot 
be attributed to mere lowness of diet 
and a general lack of proper sanitary 
conditions, since it is not known in 
many districts where the condition of 
the peasantry is as bad as it well can 
be, but maize does not form an article 
of general consumption. It is at the 
•same time a disease clearly arising from 
defective ailmeiitation, since in its ear- 
ly stages it can sometimes-be cured by 
treating the patient with a generous 
diet. ' PelLagra is said to have been 
more or less known since the beginning 
of the century, but it is only of late 
that its ravages have become so formi- 
dable as to attract general attention. 

Ti!F, TicLKOASTociiiAPii. — This won- 
derful invention has been experimented 
upon by the Governor of Australia, 
Sir George Bowen, Baron Von Mueller, 
Professor Pearson, Mr. Ellery, and 
above thirty others, stationed at Mel- 
bourne, Geeloug, Castlomaino, and two 
otlier places, and with complete success. 
By phacing one end of the instrument 
in wine, soup, oysters, flesh of chicken, 
turkey, etc,, tiie effect to any number 
of persona having another end in their 
mouth (no matter how far away) is 
simil.ar to eating and drinking, and 
all the thirty-six persons making tho 
experiments could declare what the in- 
strument was dipped into; in short, 
wine had tho effect of making some of 
them more or less intoxicated, and 
when dipped into scalding hot soup, 
Sir George Bowen and others removed 
the instrument from tho mouth think- 
ing they had their mouths scalded. 
Strange to say, although after experi- 
ment the food looked as tempting as 
when it first came from the kitchen, it 
was found by analytical experiments 
performed by Baron Von Mueller to 
bo utterly jaluless for human susten- 
ance.— (7oitr< Journal

When Ferguson fell into the water, 
tho schooner was sailing rajiitUy before 
a fair wind, and tho unfortunate in:iii 
could only swim for life. t)iie by one, 
tho man divested himself of coiit, vest, 
and shoes, and for an hour or moi"o 
kept himself afloat, when he fortunately 
came across a piece of board about four 
foot long and a foot wide. With this 
assistance Ferguson was able to secure 
occasional breathing spells, and when 
daylight came ho found himself out of 
sight of land and with no h:-.!! within 
hailing distance. Having kept his 
bearings in a great measure, the swim- 
mer struck out for land with his bo.anl, 
being, as ho estimated, fifteen miles out 
in tho lake. All day long, and with a 
hot sun boating down on his bare head, 
Ferguson worked to shore, ami finally 
after being in the water and without 
food nearly twenly-oiu! hours he landed 
safely on shore near th(> village of Ni- 
agara, but considerably exhausted. Yes- 
terday morning i\Ir. Ferguson arrived 
in this city, and walking into his house 
No. CiOQ Fifth Street, ]n-eseuteil him- 
self to his ovorjoved wife, who, e\'er 
since .she first hearil that her husband 
had fallen into the lake and hud been 
drowned, stoutly inaiutainod that .she 
could not believe that ho had been 
drowned. 

Hell Fiuk. — Tli(3 Manehestof E.c 
amiiter s.ays that the Rev. William Im- 
pey has resigned his oflice as General 
Superintendent of the Wcshiyan ilis- 
■ion in .Southcftstern Africa. Some
